“There,"” sald Mr. Atherton, “thore's
nearly $1,000,000 of new buildings to be
erected and we may safely adid to this
$260,000 for smaller structures, making
a grand total of a million and w quar-
ter's worth of new siructures be
put up.”

Drivers Settle Grievance.

A committee of drivers from the Cen-
tral mine walted on Superintendent
Loomig, of the Lackawanna coal de-
partmeht, vesterday afternoon to ad-
Just alleged grievances which the
drivers claim have arisen through a
difference in the scale of wages pald at
different collieries,

The committee were given to under-
stand that thelr action in quitting
work without notifying the officlals,
and thus causing the colliery to be
shut down, was unwarranted and with-
out just cause, and when the mutter
was clearly presented to them, it put
a different phase on the situation.

The demand for coual 18 light at pres-
ent and inasmuch as the colliery is
shut down at present, there 8 a likeli-
hood of it remaining idle for some time.

tendent Loomis that the company I8
digposed to treut their employes with
every conslderation possible, but when
A few boys cause a suspension of oper-
atlons, and necegsituts the closing down
of a colliery, without even notifying
the foreman, they proposge 1o have
something to #ay about it. *

The colllery will now bes started up
at the convenience of the company, and
the drivers will return to work as
usunl, and whatever difficulties arise
in the future they have been given to
understand that it Is not necessary to
auit work, but to apply to the proper
nuthorities for redress,

The drivers clalm that thelr wages
have been reduced from $1.35 to $1.27
per day, and that they were not paid
the game gcale that was being paid In
the other collierles, The matter was
amicakly adjusted and when the com-
pany decides to start the colllery the
men will return to work,

Club Cars for Commuters,

“Severnl other rallroads are running
club cars, and they have been feirly
Buecersil, Our company will ran
fueh carg on express traing on the vars-
long suburban bhranches of the road.
They will probably be run to Morris-
town and similar stationg, They wiil
be vestibule cars, and cach subscriber
will pick out a eeat, which he may re-
gerve for himself durlng an entire sea-
gon. Wy the system of subseription
men who are aciquainted with one an-
other will be able to got seats togeth-
er.  Bach chalr Wil be a single scat,
and all unpleasant crowding will thus
be avolded  These cnrg will he run
within thirty to sixty days."

Big Construction Shop.

It was offictally announced yvesterday
at Philudelphia that contractors will
he in asked within a few days, before
the end of this week, to furnish estl-
mates on plans for a locomotive erects
ing shop to he built at Reading, Pa.,
for the Philadelphia and Reading Rail-
way company. The plans have been
prepared. The shop is 1o have a capa-
clty for taking care of ten englnes at
a time,

This bullding is ta be located between
Sixth street and the rallroad and will
extend from Marion etrest to Amity
strect, In  general  dimensions  the
structure will he 200x749 fect, leaving
provision for an extension in future of
one-third this length. It will be bullt
on the structural steel plan, carrving
brick walls seventeen Inches thick,
with twenty-gix inch pllasters,

D. & H. Will Use Pushers.

S=While it 1= difficult to lix accurniely
the high water line on elther side of the
river, It Is sufe to state that the wall
ercoted by the defendants on the ensterly
Kide, capecially the purt of the wall more
purticularly attacked In this cade, Is be-
tween the high and low water line.

The erection of this wall by the de-
fendants = a reasonable precaution to
protect thelr own lnnd from an overflow
In time of frishets and this has bheen
‘mude necessnry In part by the act of the
pluintiff In erecting barriers on the west-
orly slde.  The truth of the situation I
that both partles are devising the sume
methods on each #lde of the river to ward
off some apprehended danger and this
danger under the present and probable
future conditions, according to the evi-
dence, i% more Imuginary than real,

The facts found have done away with
the necessity of formulating elaborate
conclusions of law. The principle of law
I# conceded that n riparian owner may
erect embankments or barrlers upon his
own land for the protection of his prem-
fxes from an overflow, but he will be
lnble for damages If, by erecting such
embankments, water Is thrown upon an.
other's land, even in the case of freshets
or ordinary floods. It i« true that the
title of a grantec to land bordering on
i navigable river Is absolute only to high
water minrk and qualified from high
Water mark lo low wuter mark.

In other words he purchases to low
witer mark subject to the right of the
;:u'hlir tu puiss over the Intervening spuce
ciween high and low water in time of
bhigh water, Stoner va, Jack, 60 Pa, s,
But this qualification does not chinge
the general principle that a land owner
may construct and madntain embank-
ments, even on the line of low water,
for the purpose of protecting sny part
of his lund frorm being Injured from the
ovarflow of the river In times of high
water, although this right must be exe
erciscd with a just regard to the right of
others, 1t must not He forgotton, how-
ever, that the term “navigable” ag ape
